At 
law the terms of the old will stand good, 
and the pictures are the property of the 
English National Gallery. The moral 
claim of Ireland, however, was quite as 
cogent as the legal claim of London, and 
the: English public and. Press were not } 
slow to recognise it. The petitions ad- 
dressed to the Government by the heads of 
Irish public institutions and by Irish 
artists and men of letters were. received 
favourably. The upshot of the negotiations 
has been summarised in the words of Mr. 
W. B. Yeats: “The pictures would be re- 
turned if it were made abundantly clear 
that the people of Ireland wanted them.” 
So stands the position to-day. The fruit 
of Sir Hugh Lane's genius and patriotism 
is waiting to be placked if the Irish 
‘people will bestir themselves fo the re- 
quired effort. If they fail, the finest 
collection. of modern. French pictures 
in the world will be lost to Dublin. On 
every Irishman lies the responsibility of 
helping to recover them. Even on 
the most mercenary of grounds no effort 
should be spared, since a collection of 
works by such men as Puvis. de 
Chavasines, Manet, Moriet, Courbet, Corot, 
Fantin Latour, and. Renair will draw 
visitors from all parts of the earth, On 
Tuesday, January 29th, a meeting will be 
held in the Dublin Mansjon House for 
the purpose of urging the Government to 
take the necestary steps to legalise the 
codicil.
